Flu shot turnout growing

The turnout of elderly and chronically 
ill Americans at swine flu inoculation 
clinics across the country Monday en­ 
couraged health officials to believe they 
no longer were afraid about the safety of 
the immunization program. 
The $135 m illion program was 
sidetracked temporarily last week when 
about 35 elderly persons died after 
receiving combination flu shots against 
the A-Victoria and swine flu strains. 
However, the effects of the adverse 
publicity lingered in some areas, 
noticeably in Allegheny County, Pa., 
which includes Pittsburgh, where clin­ 
ics reopened Monday after a one-week 
shutdown and about 4,200 persons 
showed up to be inoculated. 
The turnout was far lighter than it was 
the day before the clinics closed, when 
11,000 people obtained shots. 
How ever, D r. Frank B. Clack, 
Allegheny County Health Department 


director, said there was little or no anx­ 
iety among those getting shots. 
“ I ’ve talked to many of these people,” 
Clack said. “ They have no apprehension 
whatsoever. They really want to have 
the immunization.” 
Elsew here in Pennsylvania, the 
number of inoculations increased Mon­ 
day for the fourth consecutive day, Penn­ 
sylvania Health Secretary Leonard 
Bachman said. He said about 170,000 
persons have been inoculated in areas 


outside Philadelphia and Allegheny 
County. 
In Ohio, a spokesman for the state 
Department of Health said the inocula­ 
tion program was “ proceeding 
smoothly.” 
“ We have a little over two million 
doses of vaccine available and we have 
given close to 400,000 shots,” the 
spokesman said. 
Gov. Robert D. Ray of Iowa rolled up 
his sleeve Monday and received his

Pawlewski. Ray said the shot “ hurt a lit­ 
tle bit.”

The CDC said 
the 35 “ official” deaths occurred among 
elderly persons with histories of heart 
disease or other chronic illnesses. 
The first deaths were reported in Pitt­ 
sburgh a week ago when three elderly 
recipients died. Clack immediately sus­ 
pended the immunization program and 
his action prompted health officials in as 
many as 13 states to suspend inocula­ 
tions temporarily. 
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Carter rips Ford 
on health program

Jim m y Carter said today that every American should be 
protected by a mandatory, fully paid health insurance 
program and accused President Ford of cutting health 
spending. 
In a speech to 8,000 delegates of the American Public 
Health Association in Miami Beach. Fla., the Democratic 
presidential candidate promised to propose a health in­ 
surance program that would pay the medical expenses of 
every American. However, he said that plan should be put 
forward only when the government can afford to pay for it. 
“ I intend to provide the aggressive leadership that is 
needed to give our people a nationwide, comprehensive, ef­ 
fective health program—you can depend on it,” Carter said 
Carter’s health views were spelled out one day after the 
Department of Health, Education and Welfare released a 
report saying the costs of health care will increase by more 
than $83 billion between now and 1980. 
While Carter was campaigning in Florida and North 
Carolina today, Ford spent his time at the White House, sign­ 
ing a raft of bills that were passed by Congress before 
adjournment 
Ford was also preparing for Friday’s final debate with 


Carter in Williamsburg, Va., and a 10-day campaign stretch 
drive which will take him to several of the industrial states 
seen as keys to the Nov. 2 election. 
Robert Dole, Ford’s runningmate, sought Midwest farm 
votes today with a visit to the George Nixon farm near 
Springfield, Mo. “ He’s not related to that other fellow 
(Richard Nixon), I want to make that perfectly clear,” Dole 
told a breakfast meeting of businessmen before heading for 
the farm. 


In his speech, Carter accused Ford of slashing government 
health spending across the board, and especially abandoning 
the emphasis that should be placed on programs that prevent 
illness rather than merely treat it. 
“ That emphasis has been lost,” Carter said. “ It needs to 
be restored.” 


He did not spell out the details of his insurance program, 
but said it would be phased in “ as rapidly as revenues per­ 
mit” with coverage of catastrophic health bills, and pre­ 
natal and infant care coming first. 
He said he wanted an insurance program that would cover 
everyone and be mandatory. It would still leave patients free 
to chose their doctors and their hospitals. 
Hedlund, Lilley give views 
on problems in the Village

Robert Hedlund and Robert C. Lilley, 
candidates for fourth district supervisor, 
appeared before a near-capacity 
audience of the Vandenberg Village As­ 
sociation last night in the Cabrillo High 
School Little Theater, gave 10 minute 
opening statements and answered seven 
s p e cific questions 
re la tin g to 
Vandenberg Village concerns. 
John Sherman, interim president of 
the Association, served as moderator 
In opening statements, Lilley briefly 
told of the history of the Village and 
hailed the development as one of the 
finest planned unit developments in the 
county. He cited the following Village 
problems as he sees them 
traffic cir­ 
culation and need for more access roads , 
increase in fire protection through ad­ 
ditional personnel and volunteers; im­ 
provement of water quality, urging the 
association to address the problem to the 
water company; future area growth, 
urging the association to make an in- 
depth study of the Village plan and more 
county representation on boards and 
commissions by Village residents. 
Hedlund’s opening statement con­ 
cerned itself with the duties of a super­ 
visor which he outlined thusly; 
ex­ 
ecutive head of all departments, 
legislative, developing ordinances and 
laws; quasi-judicial board acting on ap­ 
peals and the ability to be research 
oriented to learn facts and make deci­ 
sions He said the issues of the campaign 
were representation to this point has 
been oriented to “ special interests, 
clique groups and cronyism” ; cost of 
county government is near $100 million 
and supervisors must apply pressure to 
the state for relief; prime agricultural 
land must be preserved and revisions 
made in the ag preserve law to do so. 
The seven questions and answers were 
as follows; 
Q What is your position on the special 
service area requested by the cities to 
shift costs of the sheriff’s patrol entirely 
to the unincorporated areas of Santa 
Barbara County? 
Do you believe that 
residents of unincorporated areas will be 
at a disadvantage due to organized ef­ 
forts of cities to shift certain taxes while 
disregarding others? 
Lilley: The city uses sheriff services 
too but a portion of police costs maybe 
could be shifted If the city had a special 
tax for other certain taxes, yes, unincor­ 
porated areas would be disadvantaged, 
but they don’t. The matter goes to the 
question of a special district. 
Hedlund: The issue must be examined 
in perspective of all taxes 
Good com­ 
prehensive study is needed We ought to 


consider sales taxes that the unincor­ 
porated area pays to the city. 
Q 
What are your comments concern­ 
ing some of the proposals to cut the Fire 
Department budget? 
Hedlund: 
Ridiculous. 
At the same 
time they want to lower costs of the 
department, the Village is growing at a 
five per cent rate. 
Lilley: 
It is beyond the realm of 
economy and into the area of danger. 
The idea is not only reckless, but it could 
interfere with insurance rates 'Die key 
to their plan is volunteers and that's 
great if you have some, but they don’t ex­ 
ist 
Q 
If this year’s rate of growth in the 
Village were to continue, within seven 
years the Village could possibly increase 
in size by 50 per cent. Do you believe 
that county services should keep up with 
Village growth? 
Lilley: It is not a question of whether 
services should keep up with growth, it is 
a mandated responsibility to provide ser­ 
vices whether there is slow, fast or no­ 
growth 
It is also related to the 
resources needed for growth 
Hedlund: A five per cent growth rate 
is too much 
Such growth will make it 
necessary for the developer to provide 
“ looping” of fire mains to draw water in 
both directions, more access roads Ser­ 
vices should be in before growth.

In your opinion what is the most 
realistic and effective way for residents 
of Vandenberg Village to pursue a reduc­ 
tion in property taxes? 
Hedlund: It is up to you and the way 
$509.9 million 
state budget 
surplus seen 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - California 
will have a $509 9 million budget surplus 
at the end of this fiscal year despite 
spending $245.2 million more than it 
earns in revenue, Legislative Analyst A. 
Alan Post says 
Post said in a report Monday that state 
spending will total $479.5 million more 
than the $12.8 billion budget signed in 
June by Gov 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
because of 25 new laws appropriating 
money. 
Post said a carryover surplus from the 
1975-76 fiscal year, plus $240 million in 
federal revenue sharing funds, will offset 
extra state expenses and leave the $509 9 
million surplus by next June. 
The report estimated total expen­ 
ditures at $13 3 billion, an 11 per cent in­ 
crease from last year. 


you provide input to your represen­

Lilley: First, one must understand the 
reason for high property taxes and don’t 
encourage policies that encourage 
waste.

Do you believe that Santa Barbara 
County should exercise its option for 
state water?

We now have three water 
moratoriums in this county and if that 
isn't enough evidence that we are runn­ 
ing out of water, how many more do we 
need?

It is our option to obtain 
state project water when and if we need 
it. Before we can promote such a debt, 
we should analyze all the studies man­ 
dated by the state 
Q. Do you think a North—South county 
split is feasible? 
Hedlund 
No, the county auditor’s 
analysis of this suggestion shows that it 
would only result in higher property 
taxes for north county residents 
Lilley . No, it doesn’t make sense The 
idea came from the South Coast interests 
over the Exxon issue. 
Q 
By 1987 what do you think will be 
the most likely form of government for 
Vandenberg Village? Incorporation? 
Annexation by Lompoc? Remain as it 
is9 
Why is one more likely than the 
others? 
Lilley: 
A tough question. 
It will 
either be incorporated, partly or 
separately. It could incorporate with a 
broader tax base 
Lompoc could annex 
or the Village could annex Lompoc; both 
are nearing the same number of 
residences 
Should strive, however, for 
better consolidation of services with the 
city which we both need. 
H e d lu n d : 
V e ry h y p o th e tic a l 
question. There is one other alternative, 
a service or improvement district. Don’t 
believe it will be incorporated or annex­ 
ed. 
In summation, Hedlund reiterated the 
issues of representation, fiscal respon­ 
sibility and the application of county 
pressure on the St*te for property tax 
relief. He strongly urged the protection 
of agricultural land and the slowing 
down of urbanization. 
Lilley concluded with a strong pitch 
for water needs declaring that the South 
Coast interests do not want state project 
water because they are going to drag' 
all of the water out of Lake Cachuma to 
the detriment of Santa Ynez and Lom­ 
poc Valley agricultural and urban in­ 
terests 


U.S.-Soviet 
Space Shuttle 
venture eyed 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Soviet and 
American space officials are exploring 
the possibility of a joint manned space 
flight sometime in the early to mid- 
1980s 
A delegation of Russian specialists led 
by Dr Boris N. Petrov, chairman of the 
Soviet Union's Intercosmos Council, is 
scheduled to meet at the National Air 
and Space Museum today through Friday 
with space agency officials led by deputy 
administrator Alan M Lovelace. 
The talks, called at the request of the 
Russians, are following up discussions 
that led to the Apollo-Soyuz project in 
1975 in which three American astronauts 
rendezvoused and worked in Earth orbit 
for two days with two cosmonauts 
“ Since these talks will be exploratory 
in nature, it is not anticipated that there 
will be any program commitments or 
agreements at this tim e,” a NASA 
spokesman said 
If there is a second joint space mis­ 
sion. it would most likely involve 
America's space shuttle and possibly a 
version of Russia’s Salyut space station. 
The shuttle is the nation’s only planned 
manned space machine 
It begins at­ 
mospheric flight tests next year and its 
first flight into orbit is scheduled for 
1979 The space plane is to become 
operational in 1980 
NASA said this week's meeting was 
timed to coincide with the International 
Astronautical Federation conference 
last week in Anaheim. Calif Petrov and 
his party were briefed on the shuttle 
project during the IA F meeting

Economic 
growth rate 
slows down 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The nation’s 
economic growth rate slowed for the se­ 
cond consecutive quarter between July 
and September as the “ real 
Gross 
National Product expanded by 4 per 
cent, the government said today. 
In its preliminary report, the Com­ 
merce Department said the total dollar 
value of the nation’s output of goods and 
services grew at the slowest annual rate 
since the fourth quarter of last year 
when the economy expanded by only 3 3 
per cent 
The modest third quarter figure of 4 
per cent was substantially less than the 
administration had hoped 
The GNP 
grew at rates of 4 5 per cent in the se­ 
cond quarter and 9 2 per cent rate in the 
first quarter 
Despite the disappointing growth in 
the GNP. the department had some good 
news on the inflation front. The cost of 
living, as measured by GNP indicators, 
declined from 5 2 per cent in the second 
quarter to 4 4 per cent in the third 
Although the 4 per cent growth rate 
was far less than the 5 per cent ad­ 
ministration economists had predicted 
earlier this year, it nevertheless 
represented the sixth consecutive 
quarter the GNP has expanded. 
The last time the "real” GNP —total 
output stripped of inflation—declined 
was in the first quarter of 1975 when the 
nation was in the midst of recession

Declaring that its pledge to the com­

Nash informed the Board 
of Supervisors on Monday that it is 
endeavoring to accomplish within two 
months the restoration of Channel 2 
which is KNXT in Los Angeles, to its 
former position in all its county area 
franchises by moving Home Box Office 
to a nonstandard television channel 
An outbreak of p ro test from 
TelePrompTer patrons erupted in Lom­ 
poc and other North County areas con­ 
cerning the elimination of Channel 2 in 


favor of the extra-cost HBO programm­ 
ing. 
Both Nash and Johnson attended Mon­ 
day s meeting of the supervisors but 
were not called upon to speak. Johnson 
said. Instead. Nashs written com­ 
munication to the board outlining the 
progress made in returing Channel 2 was 
read 
The statement said: 
“ TelePrompTer must ask the Federal 
Communications Commission for ap­ 
proval of modification of the microwave 
permit 
We must also purchase some 
$30,000 worth of converters for the Home 
Box Office channel, and must arrange 
for removal of all Channel 2 filters and 
installation of the converters 
“ We should be able to accomplish all 
of these changes within 60 days of this 
date.” Nash's statement concluded 
Johnson emphasized that the report to 
the supervisors pertained only to county 
areas and not necessarily to the City of 
Lompoc 
He added that different 
systems are used to bring HBO into this 
area and that the remedial procedures 
may not be exactly the same as those in 
the other areas. 
While he preferred to await the presen­ 
tation of Nash’s progress report to the 
council s Cable Television Committee on 
Thursday for the precise details of the 
return of Channel 2 to Lompoc sub­ 
scribers, Johnson did say he expected

43 firms named in failure 
to report Israel boycott 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Com­ 
merce Department today identified five 
more firms which have failed to report 
their participation in the Arab boycott of 
Israel 
The Commerce Department said it has 
“ reasonable cause to believe the five 
firms failed to report the receipt of 
restrictive trade practice or boycott 
requests" from Arab nations. 
On Monday, the department released a 
list of 38 corporations that have 
cooperated with the Arab boycott since 
Oct 
7, but did not violate any law 
because they reported their participation 
to the government. The list was released 
in accordance with a promise made by 
President Ford during his second debate 
with Jimmy Carter 
Several of the 38 corporations com­ 
plied on more than one occasion with 
Arab boycott requests during the 11 days 
since thè President’s announcement, the 
department said 
It is not against the law for a firm to 
participate in the boycott. However, it is 
against the law for a company not to 
report that involvement. 
The five firms cited today were S C 
Prado International Inc. of New York; 
T G Howland International Co. Ltd of 
New York, Jiffy International Ltd. of 
Hillside, N J ; Hamco of Rochester, 
t N Y , a division of Kayex Corp , and 
Vota tor Division of the Chemetron Corp 
of Louisville, Ky. 
The five companies join seven other 
firm s that were cited earlier for 
reporting violations 
Two of the nation’s largest banking 


com panies-Bank of Am erica and 
Citicorp s Los Angeles export subsidiary 
Citibank—were among the 38 firms on 
Monday's list 
Earlier Monday in Baghdad. Moham­ 
med Mahgoub, boycott commissioner 
general, told a conference of boycott of­ 
ficers from 16 Arab countries that Arab 
states will not sell oil or other raw 
materials to any American firm that 
refuses to supply the information 
Besides Bank of America and First 
Wisconsin, the Commerce Department 
list included First City National Bank of 
Houston, The Chartered Bank of London 
and United California Bank of Los 
Angeles 
The banks all participated in connec­ 
tion with loans extended to client cor­ 
porations observing the boycott. The 
names of the participating companies, 
the amounts of money and goods in­ 
volved were penciled out of the copies 
given reporters 
Initially, corporations were asked only 
to disclose whether they had been asked 
to take part in the boycott Later, the 
department asked the companies to 
report whether they actually were com- 
plying 
Under both arrangements - until Ford 
issued his order — names of the firms 
were not to be made public 
The Arabs asked U.S. corporations to 
“ certify that the goods are not of Israeli 
origin ... do not contain any Israeli 
material and are not being exported 
from Israel

manufacturer is not included in the 
Israeli Boycott List

Results of a new study of a 
major oil and gas seep off Coal 
Oil Point, off the Goleta coast, 
tending to show that natural 
conditions were responsible for 
hydrocarbon emissions which 
could be the cause of air pollu­ 
tion complaints have come un­ 
der criticism from a member of 
the Environmental Quality Ad­ 
visory Board and from Frank 
Sarguis, president of Get Oil 
Out (GOO). 
William Gesner, a Board of 
Supervisors appointee to EQAB 
and former oil field roughneck, 
said he failed to understand 
how M eterology R esearch, 
Inc.. could determine bv brief 
monitoring whether “ it is a 
seep or a manmade leak 
Gesner said it was possible 
that the seep, or leak, studied is 
causing problems for Goleta 
neighborhoods as a result of 
p re ss ur iz ed 
i nj ect ion of 
hydrogen sulfide laden gas into 
the Monterey zone off the Plat­ 
form Holly in that area as 
production measure. The gas 
could be escaping back, he felt. 
Sarguis pointed to the report 
as having been sponsored by the 
oil company itself and stressed 
that “what is needed is an im­ 
partial study” of the area of 


known seeps and leaks "by 
either a truly independent body, 
or the state." 
“ In this case the oil company 
was paying for the report, and 
it was obvious the researchers 
c a m e up with what was 
wanted,” he said. 


Dr. P R. Harrison, scientist 
with the Altadena firm, who 
was principal investigator in 
the report of the monitoring 
study, has appeared before 
county hearings previously to 
give reports requested by 
ARCO, but denied contention at 
one point by County Planning 
C o m m i s s i o n 
c h a i r m a n 
Harwood White Jr. that he was 
an “advocate” of ARCO. 


Gesner said he had first-hand 
knowledge of the fact that 
ARCO had been increasing its 
pressurized injections into the 
oil and gas-bearing formation 
from the platform.

ARCO is currently seeking to 
meet county air pollution stan­ 
dards for its onshore processing 
plant while pressing for ap­ 
proval of a $14 million expan­ 
sion to coincide with approved 
additional drilling from Plat­ 
form Holly. 
Gesner, who claims he was a 
witness to what was “almost a 
blowout” on Platform Holly a 
number of years ago when he 
worked there, said he feels AR- 
CO’s “ responsibility in the in­ 
crease in natural seeps or man- 
made leaks could easily be 
proven or disproven by the shut­ 
down of the injection program 
for a six-month test.” 
He added that he has been 
asking "for over two years now 
for an overlay map showing 
locations of all core holes and 
abandoned exploratory wells 
that have been drilled in the 
Santa Barbara Channel. 
"Requests have been made to 
the State Lands Commission 
and to the State Oil Seep Study 
Advisory Board,” he added. “ I 
suspect that the reason the map 
has not been produced thus far 
is because the oil industry is 
well aware of the numerous 
leaking core holes and aban­ 
doned wells and would rather 
blame it on natural seeps "

Kissinger sharpens 
China policy focus 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger has made explicit what was 
formerly only implied. The result is what U.S. 
diplomats describe as a significant development 
in U.S. policy toward China. 
In a little-noticed statement at a Harvard 
news conference last Friday, Kissinger said 
publicly for the first time: “We believe that the 
territorial integrity and sovereignty of China is 
very important to the world equilibrium, and we 
would consider it a grave matter if this were 
threatened by an outside power ... it would not 
be taken lightly if there were a massive assault 
on China.’’ 
Although Kissinger did not mention the Soviet 
Union, that is obviously the principal threat to 
China’s territory and no other country is in a 
position to stage a “massive assault” on China. 
U.S. officials said it has always been assumed 
that a Soviet attack on China would be seen as a 
serious threat to the peace by the United States, 
and this has been one of the deterrents to such an 
attack. Now that deterrence is made specific, in 
effect committing the United States to oppose 
such an attack. 
Kissinger did not say what form the U.S. op­ 
position would take. 
He also raised the possibility, in that same 
answer on Friday, that the United States would 
consider selling arms to the Chinese. Asked if 
the United States would provide “any kind of 
defense equipment to China” Kissinger left open 
the possibility: 
“We have never had any request for the sale of 


arms to China. We have never had any discus­ 
sions with China about the sale of arms.” 
The statement about U.S. policy toward an at­ 
tack on China was unexpected by State Depart­ 
ment officials. But, it has been learned, it was a 
deliberate low-key statement of U.S intentions, 
which go considerably beyond the 1972 Shanghai 
Communique’s words concerning “normaliza­ 
tion of relations.” 
Kissinger plays China policy close to his vest 
and only a few close associates are informed of 
his discussions with Chinese officials. Two U.S. 
officials said that the Kissinger statement 
caused “pandemonium” when it was first 
received at the State Department. 
But these officials said it was not occasioned 
by any intelligence that the Soviets were plann­ 
ing an attack. 
U.S. intelligence reports indicate that the 
Soviets have slightly more than one million 
troops, including at least two divisions equipped 
with tactical nuclear weapons, on the Chinese 
border.

The officials also said they think the cntical 
period in the Chinese political struggle has pas­ 
sed, and Premier Hua Kuo-feng appears to have 
emerged as the clear victor in his struggle 
against Mao’s widow, Chiang Ching, and the so- 
called radical group. 
However, when Kissinger made his statement 
on Friday, the issue was still in the balance and 
there was the possibility that the turmoil would 
spread, tempting the Soviets to take advantage 
of the situation.

Antihijack 
agreement 
canceled 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Cuba has formally notified the 
United States it is renouncing 
the 1973 antihijacking agree­ 
ment. 
Under the agreement, both 
countries pledged themselves 
to punish or extradite hijackers 
of ships and boats. The agree­ 
ment, coupled with strict air­ 
port security measures, cut 
plane hijackings to one in the 
last 3V2 years. 
Form al 
n o tification of 
cancellation was received late 
Friday, according to State 
Department spokesman Robert 
Funseth Monday. Premier 
Fidel Castro had. announced 
earlier that day he would 
abrogate the treaty because, he 
said, the CIA was involved in 
the recent sabotage of a Cuban 
airliner near Barbados. 
Castro said, however, that 
Cuba will continue to return 
hijacked planes and passengers 
to the United States. 
Under terms of the agree­ 
ment, it will still be in effect 
during a mandatory cancella­ 
tion period of six months, 
ending April 15. 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer called the cancellation 
“ an unfriendly and irre­ 
sponsible act,” and declared 
that no one in the U.S govern­ 
ment, paid by the government, 
or acting as an agent for the 
United States had anything to 
do with the act of terrorism.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Chairman George S Brown of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
embroiled in a pre-election flap 
because of his description of 
Israel as “a military burden to 
the United States,” says he ful­ 
ly supports U S policy in the 
Middle East 
Defense Secretary Donald 
Rumsfeld, acknowledging that 
he discussed the incident with 
President Ford, says Brown is 
staying on as the nation’s top 
military commander and not 
being reprimanded for his 
statement. 
However, Rumsfeld added, 
“I want it understood that the 
absence of a reprimand is not 
an e n d o r s e m e n t of the 
phraseology 
Rumsfeld and Brown ap­ 
peared together at a Pentagon 
news conference Monday to dis­ 
cuss the interview, which was 
given last April to “Newsweek” 
political cartoonist and analyst 
Ronan Loune but is appearing 
only now under syndication by 
the King Syndicate 


The four-star general’s re­ 
marks have put him in hot 
water before. Two years ago, 
he told students at Duke 
University “the Jewish influ­ 
ence in this country is so 
strong, you wouldn’t believe 
it.” And he told the Senate last 
summer he still believes “the 
Jewish com m unity in the 
United States had an undue in­ 
fluence on the Congress.” 


In the Lourie interview, 
Brown was asked whether 
Israel was “more of a burden or 
more of a blessing" to the 
United States from a purely 
military point of view. 


He replied, according to a 
Pentagon transcript, “well, I 
think its just got to be con­ 
sidered a burden.” 
In a statement Monday which 
he said he hoped would put his 
remarks in “proper perspec­ 
tive." Brown said they “should 
not be seen as meaning that I in 
any way disagreed with U S 
policy then or now. 
“We are fully committed to 


its security and survival," 
Brown said, adding “I believe 
in that policy wholeheartedly" 
and that his own past actions in 
support of Israel were proof. 
Brown also denied accounts 
of the interview which said he 
agreed with the view the United 
States doesn’t have “ the 
stomach" to meet challenges 
He said his reply of "no, we 
hadn't” was intended to mean 
that the matter had not been 
discussed 


As Brown sat uncomfortably 
fingering his written statement, 
one reporter asked a question 
Rumsfeld had evaded: 
“ Is 
there any suspicion in your 
mind that th ere may be 
something political about the 
timing in all this?” 


“I'm not in a position to 
judge," Brown replied. “I do 
think it's a little strange that if 
this guy had a story in April..." 
“He's not in a position to 
judge." Rumsfeld interrupted, 
emphatically, putting an end to 
it. 
Arabs sign Lebanon peace accord 


RIYADH 
Saudi Arabia 
(UPI) — Six Arab leaders have 
signed an agreement calling for 
a c e a s e - f i r e throughout 
Lebanon Thursday and the 
creation of a 30.000-man Arab 
peace-keeping force to impose 
the truce on the warring fac­ 
tions 


The plan, approved Monday, 
was designed to restore peace 
to the war-ravaged nation 
within a maximum two months 
The leaders said the cease­ 
fire should be followed by the 
withdrawal of gunmen and the 
"removal of armed manifesta­ 
tions ' within 10 days and the 
arrival of the peace-keeping 
force within two weeks 


They made it clear the 
Palestinians will have to 
refrain from intervention in 
Lebanon s domestic affairs by 
implementing the 1969 Cairo 
agreement, which confines 
Palestinian guerrillas to their 
refugee camps and the Arkoub 
section of southeast Lebanon 


The summit set up a joint 
Arab committee to supervise 
implementation of the ( airo ac­ 
cord within 45 days from the 
arrival of the peace-keeping 
force 


This meant in effect that 
Palestinian forces will have to 
break up their alliance with 
Lebanese leftists and withdraw 
from positions they hold now in 
Beirut. Sidon and Tripoli and a 
string of villages southeast of 


30.000 troops in Lebanon will 
have to withdraw under the 
agreement. 
The plan was signed at the 
final session of the two-day 
summit by Syrian President 
Hafez Assad, Lebanese Presi­ 
dent Elias Sarkis. Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat, King 
Khaled of Saudi Arabia. Crown 
Prince Sabah A1 Salem A1 
Sabah of Kuwait, and Palestine 
Liberation Organization chair­ 
man Yasser Arafat. 
The six Arab leaders said 
they 
g u a r a n t e e 
the 
implementation of the Cairo ac­ 
cord "in letter and spirit." 
Moreover. Arafat pledged to af­ 
firm “ PLO respect to the 
sovereignty and safety of 
Lebanon and that it will not in­ 


tervene in Lebanon's domestic 
affairs " 
Sarkis pledged that “ the 
legitimate authority in Lebanon 
will guarantee to the PLO the 
safety of its presence and ac­ 
tion on Lebanese soil, within 
the framework of the Cairo 
agreement " 
The Cairo newspaper A1 
Ahram quoted Sarkis as saying 
he will attempt to arrange “a 
na t i o n a l 
r e c o n c i l i a t i o n 
conference" within 48 hours 
after the truce takes hold 
The conference also marked 
a start in healing the year-long 
breach between Egypt and 
Syria, which began when Sadat 
concluded the Sinai military 
disengagement 
pact 
with 
Israel 


Lawyer hits 
alien hiring 
directive 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
An attorney has asked U.S. 
District Court to overturn 
President Ford's executive 
order barring aliens from work­ 
ing for the federal govern­ 
ment. 
Attorney Ed Steinman argued 
Monday that Ford lacked con­ 
stitutional and statutory 
authority to issue the Sept 2 
directive. He said the Presi­ 
dent's “national interest" ex­ 
planation was inadequate. 
The issue of aliens' rights to 
hold government jobs returned 
to the federal court level, 
where it began in 1970, after the 
U S Supreme Court ruled that 
the Civil Service Commission 
could not stop aliens from ap­ 
plying for federal jobs. 
But the high court left the 
door open for the President or 
Congress to reestablish limita­ 
tions on alien employment for 
reasons of "national interest 
Ford did so, continuing the 
blanket ban on aliens taking 
tests for federal Civil Service 
jobs. 
Steinman said Ford’s order 
violated the basic tenet of a 
Civil Service system, which, he 
said, is “not to provide jobs 
but to assure that the “most ef­ 
fective employes" tend to be 
hired. 
Steinman and Assistant U S 
Attorney Steve Shefler both 
said the case could take two or 
three years before it is finally 
resolved

Sens. Howard H. Baker Jr., 
the vice chairman, and Lowell 
P. Weicker Jr., reacted sharply 
to Watergate questions Monday 
at a White House news briefing 
called to discuss the current 
campaign. 
Baker cited Ford’s own state­ 
ments about efforts to block an 
investigation by then Rep. 
Wright Patman, chairman of 
the House Banking Committee. 
“I know I have no evidence 
that he (Ford) did,” Baker ad­ 
ded. 
Baker said the congressional 
i n v e s t i g a t i o n 
into 
the 
Watergate affair — which put 
Ford into the White House — 
was the most thorough in 
history. 
The T e n n e s s e e 
Republican presumably was 
referring to the 1973-74 Senate 
investigation since the Patman 
inquiry never got off the 


ground. 
“I’m saying Jerry Ford had 
nothing to do with blocking that 
investigation,” Baker said. 
Former Sen. Sam Ervin, 
Watergate committee chair­ 
man, said two days ago there 
was “no question” that Ford 
blocked the House probe. “He 
did it on a partisan basis,” 
Ervin told station WSOC of 
Charlotte, N.C. 
“I very much resent implica­ 
tions,” Weicker said, “that 
there is some story (about 
Watergate) that hasn’t been 
told. I know the American peo­ 
ple have the truth.” 
According to the White House 
tapes, Richard M. Nixon and 
White House Counsel John W. 
Dean III talked on Sept. 15, 
1972, about having Ford inter­ 
vene to stop the Patman in­ 
vestigation. Dean said White 
House aide Dick Cook was 
working on it. 
Ford testified at his vice 
presidential hearings Nov. 5, 
1973, that he had worked to pre­ 
vent the investigation. But he 
said he had no recollection of 
conversations with the White 
House about it.

American drifter hanged 
for 3 Bahamas slayings 


NASSAU. Bahamas (UPI) - 
Michaiah Shobek. a Mil­ 
waukee drifter, was hanged to­ 
day for the slaying of three 
American tourists he said he 
killed on orders from God 
The execution was announced 
by Addington Darville, chief of 
the Bahamas Criminal Investi­ 
gation department 
Darville 
told newsmen at a roadblock 
outside a cemetery three miles 
from the prison: “Yes, he has 
heen executed The hearse is 
coming." 
Shobek was the first Ameri- 
' an sentenced to die in the 
Bahamas in 15 vears. 


There were no immediate 
details on the hanging which 
took place at Fox Hill prison on 
the outskirts of Nassau. 
Roadblocks were set up 
around the prison and also at 
the cemetery where newsmen 
gathered, hopeful of catching a 
glimpse of the hearse. 
Shobek. 22, spurned comfort 
from a prison chaplain and 
spent his final hours in a cell 
only a few feet from the 
gallows 
He remained in isolation 
before dawn, rejecting the com­ 
panionship of Rev 
Reubin 
Cooper. 


HAUPPAUGE, N Y 
(UPI) 
— A state Supreme Court 
justice believes he did a Long 
Island feminist and the English 
language a favor by rejecting 
her request to change her name 
from Ellen Donna Cooperman 
to Ellen Donna Cooperperson. 
“The use of the proposed 
name would demean the 
women’s liberation movement 
and expose it to ridicule," 
Justice John Scileppi said in an 
opinion made public Monday. 
In her application, Ms. 
Cooperman said she was deeply 
involved in feminism and “the 
ideal of personal liberation.” 
The application said the name 
Cooperperson “more properly 
reflects her sense of human 
equality than does the surname 
Cooperman.” 
Scileppi attacked efforts by 
some feminists to purge the 


language of ‘‘m a n ’ 
and 
“woman" as parts of words. 


“I fail to see how the benefi­ 
cent goals of the women’s 
liberation movement are ad­ 
vanced one iota by the fetish of 
some people over the use of 
these words." he said.

The Equal Rights Amendment (E R A ) keeps cropping up. 
ment defenders and its equally vocal opponents. 
Some who are anUgonistic to E R A grudgingly admit some disparity of 
wages for similar work with the ladies getting the short end of the stick. But 
they still adamantly oppose the amendment for a variety of other reasons. 
These die-hards usually bring up the question of common toilets something 
which has never even remotely been advocated by the proponents of E R A But 
seldom does one hear about the gross inequities of the Social Sec urity system 
as it applies to the fair sex. 
From time to time some suggestions have been made to eliminate this dis­ 
crimination against women in the system but they have been discarded as 
either unfeasible, unwieldy, or too expensive. 
Donald Fraser (D-Minn.) has suggested a possible solution His idea is for a 
husband and wife to pool their earnings in computing Social Security benefits, 
as is often done in filing joint tax returns Each would have his or her own 
separate accounting and would be credited with 50 per cent of their combined 
earnings or 75 percent of the higher income, whichever is larger. 
When the original program was started in the 1930s, the nation was recover­ 
ing from the big Depression. Social Security was set up in a way to discourage 
women from competing in the labor market because unemployment was at an 
all-time high It was assumed that the female population would be content to 
be homemakers and that “ the little woman” would remain married to her 
mate till death did them part. And she would be the beneficiary of his Social 
Security benefits upon his retirement or death 
The situation today is quite different 
More and more women are working 
out of necessity or choice. 
Also, not all women marry. 
And the shocking 
statistics on divorce indicate about one in three marriages become unstuck. 
When a working wife retires at age 62 or 65, she is entitled to Social Security 
payments 
She has her choice of collecting on her own earnings, usually less 
than her husband’s, or 50 per cent of her husband’s retirement benefits, 
whichever is the larger sum. But she can’t have both even though each con­ 
tributed to the system. If she opts for half of her husband’s payments, she loses 
all her benefits even though deductions from her pay checks have been made, 
perhaps for years. 
If she chooses to collect Social Security on the basis of her own earnings, she 
then forfeits the dependent wife’s benefits which her husband’s Social Security 
payments were to have provided for her. 
Single women who never marry often feel they are being unfairly taxed 
because the deductions from their pay checks are based on paying for survivor 
benefits or survivors they will never have 
A wife may give her husband “ the best years” of her life But if those best 
years last less than 20 years - when she might have remained out of the labor 
market to raise children - she loses her share of benefits based on her former 
husband's earnings. 
Some working wives who have yearly paid into Social Security for years may 
resent a system that gives dependent nonworking wives benefits without ever 
having contributed because they had no taxable earnings. 
And these same 
dependent wives, who have never worked outside the home, also have a gripe 
Since they have never had any taxable income, they are not entitled tb dis 


ability protection. 
‘ Because of other inequities in the system, more and more widows and 
widowers are living “ in sin” without benefit of clergy. If they marry, the 
widow loses her deceased husband’s Social Security allowance which is con­ 
siderably more than she would be receiving as a new bride, collecting only half 
of her new husband s benefits. These oldsters are now 
with it , doing what 
the young ones are doing these days. And why not? Blame it on the new 
morality or the “ old" injustices of our present Social Security system

A beautiful aesthetic ex­ 
perience for both the hands and 
the eyes may be enjoyed the 
remaining days of October in 
the John Cody Gallery in Los 
Olivos. 
Cody has on display 31 pieces 
of his nature forms in serpen­ 
tine, some new but most in­ 
gathered from their owners. In 
addition, the well known Santa 
Maria water colorist, George 
Muro, has hung 
five of his 
brilliantly colored paintings 
and will continue as one of the 
gallery artists. 
We have enjoyed Cody’s 
sculpturing with our eyes for 
about 10 years but a new ex­ 
perience awaits us in this 
retrospective show that was 
planned as pleasure for the 
sightless. Here we are asked to 
“ see” them as the blind would 
— with the nerve ends of the 
fingers following the curves and 
folds of the creatures Cody so 
knowingly wraps into or reveals 
outward. 
There is the satin coolness of 
the polished surface con­ 
trasting in texture with the 
chiseled line, with the dappled 
area or the mother rock. 
All are table pieces that two 
hands can encompass. And true 
to his love of wild things, Cody 
finds in each rock an imbedded 
creature that he alone knows 
how to reveal through his own 
credo and celebration of life.

LOUIS (UPI) — If the owners of the National Football League clubs were 
correct in their defense of the Rozelle Rule, teams in cities like New York and 
Los Angeles now will become blockbusters while Green Bay and Buffalo are 
left out in the cold. 
The 8th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals Monday said the rule “constitutes an 
unreasonable restraint of trade” in violation of the Sherman Antitrust Act. 
The court disagreed with owners, who said the rule was necessary for league 
balance, and agreed with players that it unfairly restricted their ability to 
negotiate with other clubs after completing their contracts. 
The rule provides that when a player completes his contract and signs with 
another club, the signing club must provide compensation to the player’s 
former club. If the two clubs cannot agree on the compensation, NFL Commis­ 
sioner Pete Rozelle determines a fair compensation in the form of draft 
choices or other players 
In upholding a lower-court opinion invalidating the rule, the appeals court 
cited testimony by players, who said their careers were ended prematurely 
because teams interested in them would not agree to compensate their former 
clubs

The Reds are the team with the pride now. It sticks out all 
over them with individuals like Pete Rose, Joe Morgan, 
Johnny Bench, Tony Perez and Dave Concepcion. 
The 1956 Yankees had that same type pride with fellows 
like Whitey Ford, Mickey Mantle, Yogi Berra, Bill Skowron, 
Enos Slaughter, Hank Bauer, Gil McDougald, Elston 
Howard, Don Larsen and Billy Martin. That was the year 
Larsen pitched his perfect game after the Yankees had 
squared the series at two games apiece and they went on to 
win it all two days later. 
In this series so far, the only two Yankee players who have 
shown anything near that kind of pride, that consuming pas­ 
sion to win, are Graig Nettles and Thurman Munson. Most of 
the others seem content simply to have reached the World 
Series. 
Years ago, Hollywood produced a movie called “Pride of 
the Yankees” centering around the career of the late Lou 
Gehrig. The picture conveyed the sense of how proud Gehrig 
felt to be a member of the Yankees. When they held a day for 
him after he had fallen victim to a tragic disease he said, “ I 
consider myself the luckiest fellow in the world to have 
played for the Yankees.” 
It’s hard to imagine most of the present Yankee players 
ever feeling that way or ever saying that. 
There is a reason for that. Players like Rose, Bench, Perez 
and Concepcion were molded in the Cincinnati tradition from 


the first day they played professional baseball. They all 
came up through the Reds’ system. Morgan started in 
another one but he has adapted himself completely. 
The majority of the Yankees have come to them from 
other clubs. Elliott Maddox, Chris Chambliss, Ken 
Holtzman, Ed Figueroa, Mickey Rivers, Fred Stanley, Dock 
Ellis, Doyle Alexander, Carlos May, Lou Piniella, Oscar 
Gamble, Fred Stanley and Nettles all came to the Yankees 
from elsewhere. 
Most of what they know about the old Yankee tradition 
they have read somewhere or heard second-hand. Oh sure, 
they want to win the same way all ballplayers do, but they 
lack the pride of the old Yankees who believed they were the 
best in the world and played ball as if they were. 
Men like Billy Martin, Yogi Berra and Elston Howard 
laugh among themselves whenever they hear Che Reds 
referred to as “a super team .” They themselves were in­ 
tegral parts of such a team. That’s why when he’s asked if he 
considers the Reds a super team, Billy Martin says, “I don’t 
want to make any comment about that at this time and help 
them, but if you ask me after the series is over, I’ll be glad to 
tell you.” 
The Reds are NOT a super team. They don’t have the 
pitching to make them one. 
They have the pride, though, and until they can match it, 
the Yankees will never beat them.

Brian Asselstine, big leaguer, age 23, grins and stretches 
his long frame in a chair on the patio of his parents’ home in 
Santa Ynez. 
Across the rolling green hills the October sun pours down 
on the peaks of the San Rafaels. 
It’s a long way from 
Riverfront Stadium in Cincinnati, where Brian recently 
played with the Atlanta Braves against the likes of Pete 
Rose, but he still conveys the excitement. 
“There were 55,000 people there. You can’t believe the 
noise — what it’s like to play in front of that many people.” 
Brian was called up from the Atlanta farm system for the 
final three weeks of the season to play outfield with the 
Braves. 
It was the culmination of long years playing 
baseball, year-in and year-out, from the time he could swing 
a bat. 
It was his father, Bob Asselstine, now a contractor, who 
got him started 
Bob had played in the semi-pros, but his 
good years were lost during World War II. 
“Timing is everything 
When the opportunity comes you 
must be the right age, play the right position, have the right 
contacts.” 
Everything came together for Brian in September, it 
never did for Bob 
Brian went through all the local youth leagues Midget and 
Peanut leagues under coach Dave McCullough on the Elk’s 
Field in Solvang, Santa Ynez Valley High under Bill Shortell, 
American Legion summer ball against Lompoc and Paso Ro­ 
bles and Atascadero. 
The will to win, an intangible quality, came to Brian 
through two men Shortell at the high school where Brian 
became a varsity starter as a freshman, and John Osborne at 
Hancock College 
Brian was drafted by the Giants at the end of his college 
freshman year, but failed to sign and stayed for his 
sophomore year at Hancock, signing with the Braves after 
the May draft of 1973 He wanted to be on a west coast team, 
but under the system he had no choice. 
“The Braves have been good to m e,” he says. 
He signed the bottom line and went off to play AA ball in 
Savannah. Ga 
He didn’t play well, and in a month he was 
sent down to play single A ball in Greenwood, S C. Or rather 
he was supposed to play in Greenwood. 


In his first game there he ran smack into the centerfield 
Wall, leading with his chin while chasing a fly ball. He was 
knocked colder than a coot. Those who saw the caper said he 
would have killed himself if the wall had been cement in­ 
stead of wood. He broke his wrist and was out for the season. 


Luckily the Braves sent him to the Florida Instructional 
League in Clearwater, Fla that winter and under good in­ 
structors he got his confidence back 


He went to Savannah for AA bail in the spring of 1974, hit­ 
ting &4 for the year. Again he spent the winter in the in­ 
structional league, and in 1975 Brian went to AAA Richmond 
Va., where he hit 284, 


Things were looking up. But he injured his shoulder in spr­ 
ing training and it hampered him throughout the season. In 
the fall he had surgery and spent the winter healing and try­ 
ing to keep in shape for spring 
He returned to Richmond, 
closing the 1976 season with a .293 average. 
It was at that point he was called up to Atlanta for the last 
three weeks of the major league season Part of it is luck A 
friend of his on the Richmond team is 25, a good hitter, but 
an infielder. 
There was no need for another infielder in 
Atlanta Another Richmond teammate is 28 That is too old 
— the break never came. 
Brian played every day for the first five days, then he suf­ 
fered hypertension of his shoulder and was out, but once 
healed he was back in the lineup 
The first hit in the majors came on bis second time at bat. 
Thank heaven. 
“ It’s like a big barrier you have to get through. You feel 
like once you’ve hit the ball you’ll be OK 
One friend has 
been at bat 15 times and still hasn’t got his first hit. It’s driv­ 
ing him nuts.” 
Brian also banged his first major league home run. It 
came off the Padres’ Rick Sawyer, “a guy I hit a home run 
against in the minors.” 
So what’s ahead? 
A couple of weeks off enjoying the 
scenery and then back into training with a weight program, 
swimming, swinging a heavy bat, bicycling Spring training 
starts in mid-February. He figures maybe 10 years of play. 
“ I’ll play as long as I enjoy it.” 
He gazes out across the vallev He looks like a young man 
with the world as his oyster

A jury of four women and two 
men debated the m erits for 90 
minutes before clearing both 
contestants on the fifth day of 
the trial 


Judge Milton Pollack said he 
considered the verdict to be 
“ very wise and justified." 
P erez alleged that A li’s 
r e m a r k s , m ad e d u rin g a 
nationally televised interview, 
were “ false and defamatory 
and intended to destroy his 
professional reputation " 
All testified he had no inten­ 
tion of harming Perez and said 
his rem arks were motivated 
only by what he considered to 
be Perez s failure to warn

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Scandinavia ousts 
North Korea envoys 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (UPI) 
— Sw ed en's ch ief public 
prosecutor briefed the foreign 
ministry today about alleged il­ 
legal conduct by North Korean 
diplomats. Police raided a shop 
in an e x c lu siv e area of 
Stockholm, confiscated alcohol 
and cigarettes and arrested 
four persons. 
Sweden was the third Scan­ 
dinavian country to allege il­ 
legal dealings by North Korean 
diplomats. Norwegian officials 
Monday ordered all North 


Korean diplomats out of the 
country for illegally selling 
liquor and cigarettes and Den­ 
mark last Friday issued similar 
orders to the North Korean 
diplomatic staff in Copenhagen. 


Norwegian police said at 
least 10,000 bottles of Polish 
vodka and hundreds of thou­ 
sands of cigarettes were dis­ 
tributed by the North Korean 
embassy in Oslo, but so far 
police have accounted for 4,000 
bottles and 140,000 cigarettes. 
China military 
supporting Hua 


HONG KONG (UPI) - Major 
military commands in China’s 
regional areas have thrown 
their support behind new Com­ 
munist party leader Hua Kuo- 
feng and the purge of radical 
elements headed by Mao Tse- 
tung’s widow. 
One military rally came the 
closest yet to officially identify­ 
ing Chiang Ching — Madame 
Mao — as a target of the 
current political struggle. 
A political commissar in the 
Canton Garrison Command in 
South China denounced those 
who claimed to be a “student" 
of the late party chairman, who 
died Sept. 9. 
Chiang Ching has identified 
herself many times in the past 
10 years as a "student" of her 
husband, implying that this 
rendered her more capable of 
interpreting his works and 
thoughts. 
The commissar, Ma Tsu-hai, 
said those who claimed to be 
the “ student of the great 
leader" and a “genuine Marx­ 
ist" were only “vicious caree­ 
rists." 
Without naming them direct­ 
ly, Ma said Madame Mao and 
her radical cohorts twisted the 
meaning of Mao’s directives to 
“castrate the soul of their es­ 
sence." 
Ma's remarks, broadcast to­ 
day by Kwangtung Radio, ac­ 
cused them of trying to change 
Mao's “revolutionary line" by 
“cutting sentences to get what 


they want," giving erroneous 
explanations or interpretations 
and “stuffing the inside with 
their own opinions ... to twist, 
tamper and fabricate the direc­ 
tive of Mao." 
In Nanking and Shenyang, 
headquarters of two of the most 
important regional commands, 
m ilitary com m anders and 
troops pledged support to Hua 
and denounced those “ who 
tamper with directives of Mao, 
who make revisionism, splits 
and plots." 
Military commands in Sin- 
kiang, Inner Mongolia, Tsing- 
hai, Fukien, Kiangsi, Shanghai, 
Chekiang, Hupeh, Shantung and 
other provinces made essential­ 
ly the same pledges. 
Shanghai has been the key 
area in the campaign to destroy 
the radicals and their main 
power base. 
Shanghai Radio reports in­ 
dicated that more than seven 
million persons in and around 
the nation’s largest city had 
joined 
in 
dem onstrations 
against the radical factions. 
Chang Chun-chao, Wang 
Hung-wen and Yao Wen-yuan, 
targets of the purge along with 
Madame Mao, were longtime 
leaders of the Shanghai Party 
Committee. 
A report from Japan’s Kyodo 
News Service reported Monday 
that Chang Chun-chiao had 
planned a coup against the 
Chinese 
leadership using 
Chiang Ching as a scapegoat. 
EPA to extend ban 
on aerosol sprays 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency, acting under a law just 
passed by Congress, will move 
soon to ban the remaining 
aerosol products containing 
fluorocarbon gases. 


The EPA’s action, it was 
learned Monday, will cover the 
remaining 20 per cent of the 
market not affected by Friday’s 
Food and Drug Administration 
decision to phase out the gas in 
food, drug and co sm etic 
aerosols which account for 80 
per cent of consumer products 
with fluorocarbons. 
Still uncertain is the fate of 
the gas as a refrigerant and in 
air conditioning systems. Scien­ 
tists believe that use accounts 
for about 21 per cent of the total 
fluorocarbon leakage into the 
atmosphere — an escape which 
has been linked to an erosion of 
the earth’s protective ozone 
layer and a possible cause of 
future increases of skin cancer. 
Environmentalists 
believe 
the end of fluorocarbons in 
aerosols is more significant 
than the coolant question at the 
moment. 


Ruby Comptom, a lawyer for 
the Natural Resources Defense 
Council which has been press­ 
ing the fluorocarbon question 
for some time, said an end to 
the gas in aerosols “ would 
make a big difference" since 
those products account for 79 


per cent of fluorocarbon leaka­ 
ge- 
She said the announcement of 
a proposed phase-out of the gas 
in products under FDA jurisdic­ 
tion “spells the death knell for 
hair sprays and deodorants" in 
aerosol form. 
They will be replaced by 
pump sprays, she said, because 
the substitute gas — hydrocar­ 
bon — is too flammable for that 
use. 
Fluorocarbons are now used 
in about half of the 3 billion 
aerosol cans turned out in the 
United States each year. Some 
product lines, such a« spray 
paints, already use hydrocar­ 
bon gases. 
EPA officials confirmed that 
the agency soon will rule under 
the new Toxic Substances 
Control Act that fluorocarbon 
gases in aerosols should be 
phased out. 
The law gives the EPA 
authority to move against 
hazardous substances across 
the board, even though some of 
the products are not directly 
under EPA’s jurisdiction 
Those 
include 
household 
cleansers and the like which are 
governed by the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission 
That agency said it will decide 
on the aerosol question later 
next month, but it now appears 
the EPA action will render 
meaningless whatever CPSC 
finally does. 


Danish accusations were 
similar except that narcotic 
trafficking was also involved. 
A bottle of vodka or whisky in 
Scandinavia costs about $16 and 
cigarettes cost $2 a pack, 
creating a market for tax-free 
peddling. 
A Norwegian police source 
said the value of liquor and 
cigarettes sold illegally in Scan­ 
dinavia by the North Koreans 
could reach more than one 
million dollars. 
Swedish police confiscated 
the cigarettes and liquor in a 
raid on an automobile acessso- 
ry story in Stockholm. 
North Korean Ambassador 
Kil Jae Gyong, based in 
Stockholm but accredited to 
Oslo as well, went at his own 
request to the Swedish foreign 
ministry today to discuss the af­ 
fair. 
First Secretary Yong Sik Kim 
said, “Our embassy is not in­ 
volved in any smuggle story. It 
is from Norway and Denmark 
that the personnel at our em­ 
bassies have been expelled. We 
in Stockholm have not done 
anything." 
When the expulsion orders 
were made public in Copenha­ 
gen and O slo, the North 
Koreans there denied charges. 
Stockholm public ch ief 
prosecutor K. G. Svensson gave 
the foreign ministry a report on 
the North Koreans in Sweden. 
Police sources said about 100 
policemen were involved in the 
Swedish investigation. 
GAY tags 
miff some 
motorists 


JACKSON, Miss 
(UPI) - 
Some residents of Hinds County 
apparently aren’t too happy 
with the prefix lettering 
“ GAY” on their new 1977 
automobile tags. 
Hinds County Tax collector 
Jake Richardson said Monday 
he received several complaints 
about the GAY prefix after 
about 1,000 of the tags were 
mailed out. 
“Not everybody wants a car 
labeled GAY," he said. 
A spokesman for the Motor 
Vehicle Comptroller's office, 
which is in charge of tag 
coding, said “nothing offensive 
was meant." He said the GAY 
prefix is a “proper tag entry. 
No one in this office ever 
thought of it in another way.” 
Richardson said his office did 
not notice the prefix either but 
would “take them back if the 
recipients don’t want them."

Effel Rea, Ronnie’s mother, 
said he can communicate only 
with crying or whimpering 
sounds and is legally blind 
without thick eyeglasses but 
remained hopeful he would be 
found alive. 
' The storms, which began Sun­ 
day, piled 18 inches of snow 
along the Wyoming-Montana 
border. 
Two hunters separated from 
their companions when a storm 
blew in Sunday were found by 
rescuers Monday. 
A mounted rescue party 
found G abrial Franko in 
“perfect condition," wandering 
farther into the mountains. 
Franko became separated from 
two hunting companions Sunday 
during a snowstorm. 
Rescuers on the other side of 
the Big Horn mountains found 
John Schaz, 30, who also had 
been separated from hunting 
companions on Sunday. 
Four inches of snow fell in 
southwestern Minnesota, and 
from two to four inches of snow 
slicked highways in western 
New York’s snowbelt Chautau­ 
qua County Monday.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - To 
the presidential victor goes 
2,200 “ plums" that include jobs 
from chauffeur to cabinet 
member, with a goodly number 
of confidential assistants. 
The Civil Service Commis­ 
sion is compiling its quadren­ 
nial “ plum book” for Congress, 
re p o rtin g jobs su b jec t to 
change on political grounds. A 
spokesman estim ates there will 
be 2,200 of them. 
This estim ate is only a guide, 
however, because of such fac­ 
tors as sentiment and power. 
A chauffeur earning $12,000 
or $13,000. for example, may or 
m ay not be rep la ced for 
political reasons, depending on 
the w him s of the elected 
powers. On the other hand, J. 
Edgar Hoover’s FBI job was 


listed for years as available for 
the asking, but he wasn’t exact­ 
ly subject to political upheaval. 
The “ plum book" for the 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare, which has 
government’s largest budget at 
$140 billion this year, lists 142 
positions as being available to 
the party in power. All but 13 


are in Washington. 


President Ford has given no 
indication he would m ake 
sweeping changes in HEW, but 
if elected on his own Ford 
probably would want to replace 
many of the remaining domes­ 
tic program administrators he 
inherited from Richard Nixon.

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Head of Russian space 
program robbed in U.S. 


ANAHEIM (UPI) - Boris 
Petrov, head of the Russian 
space program, was robbed at 
gunpoint in the lobby of a 
Howard Johnson hotel across 
from Disneyland, police con­ 
firmed today. 
Petrov and a fellow Russian 
space scientist were robbed of 
$33 last Thursday while attend­ 
ing a scientific convention here, 
police said. 
Petrov is chairman of the 
Soviet Intercosmos Council, the 
Russian equivalent of the U.S. 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration. 
Petrov, 63, told officers he 
was seated in the lobby with 
Vasily Sarychev, 48, and two 
other Russians about 10 p.m. 
when a young man approached, 
pointed a pistol at them and 
demanded their money. 
They did not understand him. 
Only one of the Russians 
speaks English, and the robber 
had a difficult time at first 
making it clear what he 
wanted, police said. P er­ 
sistence and the pistol finally 
made the point. The two Rus­ 
sians handed over their cash.

Proposition 2 on the Nov. 2 
ballot will ask whether or not 
California should acquire park 
a r e a s , 
p r i m e 
b e a c h e s , 
historical 
resources and 
wildlife conservation areas 
along the state’s coastline at 
the cost of a $280 million 
general obligation bond issue. 
The bond money, if ap­ 
proved, would be available for 
a p p r o p r i a t i o n 
by 
t h e 
Legislature in the following 
manner: 
Grants to counties, cities 
and districts for acquisition 
and development of parks, 
beaches, 
recreation 
and 
historical preservation, $85 
million. 
State acquisition of coastal 
recreational 
resources with 
»riority to be given to coastal 
nds near urban areas, those 


that contain important en­ 
vironmental areas, provide 
public access to the coast, of­ 
fer high recreational value, 
projects proposed as a coastal 
reserve or preserve or lands 
that are highly scenic areas to 
be preserved, $110 million. 
— State acquisition or 
developm ent of wildlife 
management properties, $15 
million. 
— State recreatio na l 
facilities at state water 
f a c ili t i e s and at Lake 
Elsinore, $26 million. 
Opponents of this measure 
have some good points. 
Government already owns ap­ 
proximately 50 per cent of the 
land in California. Buying up 
more would, of course, take 
the land off the tax rolls. In ad­ 
dition, opponents claim that 


government hasn’t seen fit to 
properly take care of what 
they already have and we 
couldn’t agree more in light of 
the condition of some of our 
State beach parks. 


However, in final analysis, 
Proposition 2 will provide for 
acquisition and development 
areas now with costs spread 
over many years in order that 
people who benefit will pay 
their fair share. 


We would urge a yes vote on 
Proposition 2 and with its pas­ 
sage, we would strongly hope 
that all of our local political 
pressures may be brought to 
bear to see that this coastal 
county receives its fair share 
in the development and 
maintenance of those areas we 
so cherish.

Three weeks later, the 


request received the routine approval of 
Favis’ superiors in Florida. 
The request arrived at the national of­ 
fices in Washington on September 2. No 
action was taken until September 22. 
Then a memo of approval was drafted. 
Although the memo contained only three 
short paragraphs, it took another nine 
days to get it typed. 
Then, with the outcome of a murder 
trial hanging in the balance, the three 
paragraphs were retyped twice over the 
next two days. 
Two weeks after the final typing, the 
request was approved by a national 
branch chief. It was now October 16. Two 
more IRS officials also approved the 
memo. Then another IRS man suggested 
that the memo be reworded again. 
It was redrafted. The branch chief 
gave his second approval (Hi November 6. 
The other three IRS officials were also 
satisfied with it. The memo then was 
handed up to Lester Stein, a special as­ 
sistant to the chief counsel, for a final 
clearance. 
By the time it reached Stein’s desk, the 
memo already had been retyped five 
times. Yet incredibly, Stein disapproved 
the language, suggested further revision 
and sent the memo back to the beginning 
of the line. Then it had to be reapproved 
all over again. 
Stein eventually gave his blessing to 
the much-typed m em o, and it was 
forwarded triumphantly to the Florida 
field offices on November 21. But unfor­ 
tunately, Ripulone had been acquitted on 
October 17. 
Although it’s far too late to matter, 
here’s the statement that Favis’ infor­ 
mant would have repeated on the witness 
stand. He told the IRS, according to in­ 
telligence documents, that Ripulone was 
“a hit man for the organization. He’s a 
sick man 
“ He was always trying to impress me 
by relating to me the details of murders 
he had committed. He seemed to thrive 
on giving me all the details.” 
The informant repeated the boasts he 
had heard from Ripulone, including an 
account about how he had robbed an 
elderly couple in Florida. “When they 
wouldn’t tell him where they kept their 
money." related the informant, “he held 
their hands to a hot stove.” 


Footnote: Internal Revenue Commis­ 
sioner Donald A lexander has now 
revised his own earlier orders and has 
authorized IRS agents to contact local 
police hereafter with this kind of infor­ 
mation. 
PRODIGAL PEDAGOGUES: Buried 
in the vast federal bureaucracy are agen­ 
cies that routinely escape public atten­ 
tion but spend the taxpayers’ millions 
with all the reckless abandon of the 
bigger bureaus. 
Rep. John Moss, D.-Calif., tries to 
keep his eye on these unnoticed agencies. 
He has recently been taking a look at the 
little-known National Instutute of Educa­ 
tion (NIE). 
Moss learned that the NIE, an agency 
of the mammoth Dept, of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare, is riddled with strife 
and is wasting much of its $70 million an­ 
nual budget. 
His findings are backed up by the Civil 
Service Commission, which also gave 
the NIE the once over. The Commis­ 
sions' report, intended for official eyes 
only, has been secreted away in govern­ 
ment file cabinets for months. But we 
have obtained a copy and can report 
these highlights: 
— The NIE is afflicted with “unusually 
and needlessly high payroll co sts.” 
Employe morale is poor and there is “no 
assurance that the work being per­ 
formed is necessary.” 
— Hundreds of promotions have been 
made which are in violation of the law. 
Over one 18-month period, the NIE made 
112 promotions — all of which broke Civil 
Service regulations. Hie NIE has also 
performed poorly in civil rights. 
— Overall, the institute is plagued with 
a lack of organization. “Some employes 
are overworked, while others having 
nothing to do.” 
F o o tn o te: 
An N IE sp o k esm an 
acknowledged that genuine problems ex­ 
ist but insisted they have been corrected. 
Moss, however, disagrees. 


ROVin* Around 
with R.O.V. 


THE HAGUE, Netherlands — Four- 
Star Gen. Alexander Haig has a realistic 
understanding of the powerful forces 
poised on the other side of the line 
dividing the two Europes. 
That force is at least two to 
three 
times as large as SHAPE (Supreme 
Headquarters, Allied Powers, Europe) 
and 46 per cent is con­ 
tributed by the Soviet 
Union as against the 
contribution of Rus­ 
sia’s satellites. They 
are in East Germany, 
Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary, along the 
w h o le a r c u n d e r 
Moscow’s domination. 
In te llig e n c e g a r­ 
nered from the other 
side shows how the 
firepower of that force 
is growing. SHAPE 
has tactical nuclear 
m issiles in place in 
W est 
G e r m a n y . 
Moscow has developed 
for th e tro o p s in 
Eastern Europe portable m issiles hand- 
carried with several nuclear warheads. 
Both in background and in intellectual 
outlook Haig is one of the m ost 
remarkable of four-star generals. 
He believes American strength is es­ 
sential to the survival of a free Western 
Europe. This must not be m ilitary 
strength alone but the will to assume the 
leadership of a free Europe. 
As he well knows there have been 
some very bad patches in recent history. 
During the Vietnam war the United 
States was scorned not only by youthful 
demonstrators but by most of the popula­ 
tions. With the fall of Saigon Europe was 
dism ayed at w hat seem ed to be 
America’s weakness. 
Then came Watergate and the reces­ 
sion. Haig knows as much about 
Watergate as any living American since 
in the White House he helped in the final 
days to engineer the Nixon resignation. 
He is said to have informed military 
commanders in the Pentagon that they 
should ignore any orders from Nixon. 
The situation today is improved. There 
is a growing realization of the need for 
interdependence not only militarily but 
economically and in every field 
It is a long way from being achieved. 
There is progress but still no reason to be 
encouraged. Haig who travels thousands 
of miles each month to talk with SHAPE 
commanders and political leaders and to 
witness maneuvers constantly preaches 
the doctrine of a common purpose and a 
common resolve. But this is in his 
characteristic low-voiced understated 
fashion 


He never m isses an opportunity to im­ 


press upon those he talks with America’s 
determination to devote manpower and 
resources to the defense of the West. 
Loud echoes of the campaign seem to 
deny this resolve. What Americans 
sometimes forget is that even the words 
spoken in the heat of a campaign register 
on European ears. 
When the political talk at home turns 
on the possibility of a limited nuclear 
war, fought with tactical weapons, as 
against those who believe that limits are 
impossible once the first nuclear shot is 
fired, Haig’s response is that sustained 


and unswerving strength must deter any 
war from starting. 
SHAPE headquarters abjures politics 
and the stresses of the Ford-Carter cam­ 
paign as though it were the plague, but it 
is not hard to imagine how men in un­ 
iform must have reacted when they 
heard President Ford say in the second 
debate that Eastern Europe was free of 
Soviet domination and the satellites 
were autonomous. 
If that were true, then their mission, 
so close to the peril point, is an exercise 
in futility.

The plane to Washington was sparsely 
populated and I enjoyed the luxury of 
three seats all to myself. (When you’re 
my size, one seat in the tourist class is 
hardly adequate, anyway.)

she asked. 


"My daughter is 24," I said. 
She thanked me for thinking her to be 
four years younger than she was. 
"Do you always go around inviting 
men to make a pass at you?" I asked. 
“I usually don’t have to invite them,” 
she said. "I usually have to fend them 
off." 


With the Dole Campaign — (NEA) — 
It was only a brief moment in Robert 
D ole’s exhausting bid for the vice 
presidency. But it was nice. The can­ 
didate was in Newark, N.J., riding in a 
parade, when some men in the street 
hoisted a large poster drawing of a 
twisted hand which contained this crude 
but tender inscription. 
"A four-letter word 
for Bob Dole is Guts! ” 
It may have been the 
m os t 
nonpar ti sa n 
tribute of this electric 
season. Each of the 
principal candidates 
h a s 
a d m i r a b l e 
qualities, for example 
each of them is a 
small-town American 
with quite humble 
beginnings, 
but the 
junior senator from 
K a n s a s 
is 
a l s o 
s o m e t h i n g 
of 
a 
spiritual 
inspiration. 
He is a handicapped 
citizen, crippled if you 
will, and one does not have to be 
Republican to appreciate his courage. 
The story of his disability is by now 
familiar to those who have followed the 
news of the hustings. When he was 21, 
and a World War II infantryman in Italy, 
Dole led a charge against an angry 
German machine-gun emplacement. So 
doing, he received shell fragments in the 
shoulder and several cracked vertebrae. 
He spent 39 months in repair, much of it 
wrapped in a cast from neck to trunk. 
His right arm is now only slightly 
withered, but virtually useless. He can 
use the elbow as a paperweight, and the 
curled hand to hold light objects 
Otherwise, he has one arm, and 
therefore, must spend 30 minutes to an 
hour getting dressed, must ask for as­ 
sistance in some of his dining habits, and 
must endlessly guard against the ex­ 
uberant voter who tries to grab him for a 
well-meaning but painful handshake. 
Three decades after receiving his 
wounds, Dole still suffers from pain. Not 
terribly, he says, but occasionally. He 
thinks it’s a matter of improper circula­ 
tion For instance he feels cold weather 
more than he’d like Aides say he must 
sometimes take mild painkillers. 
Beyond these brief comments, neither 
Dole nor his staff talk at length about the 


no heavy lifting; otherwise, as he should, 
he m inim izes the problem, perhaps 
thankful, considering war, that it is no 
worse. 


And yet throughout his eight years in 
Congress, and also during this campaign, 
he has hoped others in similar circum­ 
stances might benefit from his example. 
During the Republican convention he 
conspicuously used a sign-language 
translator during his podium remarks 
Last month he showed up at a Miss 
Wheelchair American pageant. And he 
has told leading physical rehabilitation 
officials, politics notwithstanding, to 
“use me this election, use me any way 
you can." 


Such use could be considerable, par­ 
ticularly if Dole wins in November 
Milton Kahn, director of the Federation 
of Handicapped (New York), reminds 
that when Franklin Roosevelt served as 
president from a wheelchair, his in­ 
fluence on rehabilitation services was 
immeasurable. He inspired the March of 
Dimes campaign against polio, for one 
thing, leading to medical research and 
immunization. 
It is unarguably a bit unfortunate that 
the one in 11 Americans who have some 
kind of disability must wait for a high 
leader to popularize their problems, but 
at this things are better than they once 
were for the handicapped In Caesar’s 
day the crippled were thrown over cliffs 
Native Americans often left the 
deformed behind on the trail And even 
now the "village idiots" of Anyplace, 
U S A , may be cripples who with early 
help might have lived wholly better 
lives 
So this is why Bob Dole is in­ 
spirational. He reminds us that with help 
and fortitude the handicapped are not so 
sad as neglect would have it. Once, as he 
has said, "My primary interest was how 
well I could do on a basketball floor 
(and) whether I could catch a football ” 
Then he was injured and his friends 
helped him to overcome his loss 
"I 
learned to understand that I was very 
fortunate It’s ability that counts, not 
disability. It's how we act and perform " 
Right you are Bob Dole The poster in 
Newark said it all.
